Slash in Sugar Price For 
Consumer Next Aim of U. S. 


WASHINGTON. April 20.— The government'* next move in the 
sugar situation will be an attem pt to bring down price* to co n fin ers. 
This will be more difficult than the winning of the »uit filed 
yesterday against alleged sugar gambler*, official* admitted today. 
It 
may be impossible, they said, if the suit filed in New York will not 
do it. 
That suit, they said privately, does not hit the real culprits in 
the sugar gouge. 
It hits only the agents of the actual owners of vast 
supplies of sugar, who, according to officials here, are engaged in a 
conspiracy to increase sugar prices and who have masked their opera­ 
tions behind a screen of gamblers and speculators, at whom yester­ 
day's suit was aimed. 
Manipulations of sugar prices on the New York exchange were, 
in other words, "arranged,” the government said, to cloak a worse 
plot to levy tribute on the American sugar consumer.

"Period* have qpcurred In the 
past and will occur again, when 
for a few years the weather ha* 
seemed or will seem to be notice­ 
ably warmer or colder than the 
average,” the bureau said. 
"W hile there are well recogniz­

ian republic, regarded as one of 
the coming men in the great com­ 
bination of states which grew out 
of the Soviet movement and which 
is now being directed toward a 
new, 
united 
Russian 
republic. 
Ukraine, the “Granary of Europe,” 
is one of the strongest of these re­ 
publics. 
Danger In the Ruhr 
“W hat’s 
our 
attitude 
aibout 
events In the Ruhr Basin and the 
possible danger of a militaristic 
monarchistic restoration In 
Ger­ 
many? 
"We do not see at this moment 
any reason for any intervention. 
So far in France, as well as 
in 
Germany, there are in power g o v ­ 
ernments which, at least In their 
pronouncements, state that 
they 
desire to find a peaceful solution 
of 
tho question. 
"The 
governments still control 
the events aud it Is possible to ex­ 
pect that the fear to a new war 
win compel them to be sensible. 
But lf the events In the Ruhr are 
prolonged much longer then 
the 
governments and the limits 
of 
state boundaries will be insuffic­ 
ient to confine the war within cer­ 
tain limits.” 
Then Rakovsky uttered warning 
carried in the first paragraph of 
the interview 
Rakovsky wag one* a practicing 
medical doctor. He speaks twelve 
languages and Is regarded ss one 
of the most advanced of the com­ 
munist leaders of Russia. In reply 
to further questions 
regarding 
Russia's present 
and future, Ra­ 
kovsky continued: 
“You ask 
me 
about 
Russia's 
present position in the world’s pol­ 
icy. 
‘ Russia is the only great power 
■which within her own boundaries 
solves 
the 
questions 
resulting 
from relations 
between 
classes 
and 
nationalities. 
Beyond 
the 
boundaries she does 
not pursue 
any conquering and aggressive in­ 
tentions. 
Factor for Peace 
"Under such circumstances Rus­ 
sia might 
become 
an important 
factor of 
strengthening interna­ 
tional peace. 
The more favorable 
symptoms shown by France and 
partly by America ore known. At 
present America Is probably 
the 
country that knows the Soviet re­ 
publics better than any other. 
“As regards France there are In 
France, besides militaristic 
ele­ 
ments, more 
far-sighted political 
circles which more and more real­ 
ize the delusiveness of those guar­ 
antees which treaties like that of 
Versailles give to the security of 
France.” 
New Turkey 
I asked Premier Rakovsky what 
effect 
the Lausanne cmiference, 
which *ook up the Turkish prob­ 
lem, would have on the 
world’s 
history. He replied: 
“The results of the Lausanne 
conference will toe tremendous. 
T 
do not doubt but that peace will 
toe signed In the near future, be­ 
cause nine-tenths of the questions 
have already been agreed 
upon. 
Lausanne will mean in the world's 
history a turning point in the re­ 
lations 
between 
the capitalistic 
countries and Islanamitlc East.

OF EVOLUTION IDEA 


ROCHESTER. N. Y., April 20.— 
There Is no antipathy between the 
Darwinian theory of evolution and 
religion, and attacks on the Dar­ 
winian theory by William J. Bryan 
are "a vain and futile effort to de 
stroy the achievements of sci­ 
ence. 
This was a declaration of Dean 
Charles Reynolds Brown 
Yale 
divinity school in an address 
at 
the Lyceum on "Why I Believe in 
God.” He said: 
“I believe evolution is only 
a 
designation 
of 
the 
method by 
which the Creator has worked out. 
the process we call the universe. 
Back of it all is the purpose and 
Intelligence of God.” 
Holding that the final forces in 
human society are always spiritual 
and attributing the disintegration 
of central Europe in 1914 to a col­ 
lapse of spiritual forces in 
those 
nations, the speaker added: 
"No man has learned the A B C 
of right living until he has learned 
to tra it in God. The main hope of 
the world today Is in religion. The 
word religion is to be tak< n in a 
broad sense as the religion of all 
thoughtful, aspiring men in whom 
the faith of God stands foremost/’

from Bordeaux to Bt. Mfhiel and 
Cantigny to Coblenz, In which the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Forces 
have played a part. 
The city Is 
the subject of the following bulle­ 
tin from the W ashington, D. C.*, 
headquarters of the National Geo­ 
graphic Society: 
"Antwerp might be taken as a 
classic example of how 
physical, 
economic, governm ental 
and 
re- 
leglous 
development—and 
plain 
luck—affect the growth and pros­ 
perity of cities,” says the bulletin 
“Its history is a sort of epic of the 
poor but honest little village th at 
worked hard, 
attracted 
a 
fairy 
godmother,' grew up 
Into 
riches 
nnd power, end was thrown Into 
rags by an ogre and then 'came 
back’ all over again. 
Storm Mad* It Seaport. 
"An inconsequential inland vil­ 
lage on a sluggish creek, until be­ 
fore the tw elfth century, Antwerp 
suddenly was*given by a sea storm 
a broad estuary with a deep tide. 
A ridge of 
sand 
dunes, 
washed 
away,- turned a long, tortuous chan­ 
nel into 
a 
short 
straight 
one. 
Through the years engineers con 
strueted embankm ents, 
bettering 
the channels. 
But still the small 
town rem ained 
relatively 
unim ­ 
portant, because of the 
com peti­ 
tion of 
Bruges. 
Then 
Bruges* 
channel silted up, 
and 
Antwerp. 
twice the beneficiary of luck, came 
Into its own. 
"In 1S03, the first foreign 
fac­ 
tory was founded by 
the 
Portu­ 
guese. 
O thers followed, and In a 
little over fifty years, the town 
had a population 
of 
more 
than 
100,000, and was one of the most 
prosperous commercial centers In 
the world, with a hundred vessels 
borne In on every tide. 
It soon 
snatched the m antle of old Venice 
as the 
world’s banking 
center. 
while Its 
dally 
quota of 
ships 
reached 600. 
"Europe, north of the 
M editer­ 
ranean countries, had never before 
possessed a city 
so 
prosperous 
and splendid as Antwerp. 
In the 
city, m erchant princes made their 
millions of florins; 
thousands of 
handsome dwellings 
were 
built; 
churches 
and 
public 
buildings 
were erected; and some 
of 
the 
world’s m ost notable works of art 
were 
wrought. 
The cathedral, 
w ith a great tower rialng over 400 
feet, is an example of the best of 
Gothic architecture. 
Lost Control of River. 
“One significant feature of Ant­ 
werp’* rapid development 
In the 
sixteenth century, was the fact that 
commercial liberalism, 
individual 
Ism and capitalism 
were 
some­ 
what more 
emphasized 
than 
in 
cities th at had grown 
up 
before. 
The guild system was dying. 
Old 
Antwerp can be looked upon there­ 
fore, as a kinsman to 
the 
com­ 
merce-built cities of our own day 
and our 
own 
economic 
system. 
Foreign merchants, because of lib­ 
eral laws and customs, found lit­ 
tle Interference with their com­ 
ings and goinfs and their various 
enterprises. 
“Commercial liberalism 
led 
to 
religious liberalism. 
Then came 
the Spanish 
conquest 
and 
Ant- 
w erp’s power wa* Boon shorn. Re­ 
ligious strife led to the separation 
of 
Holland from 
Belgium. 
The 
form er retained 
control 
of 
the 
mouth of the Scheldt. Antwerp's 
channel, and kept tho onco power 
ful city from free access to the 
sea for two centuries. During this 
period of political and economic 
reverses, 
Antwerp 
w’ent 
into 
eclipse, while Amsterdam grew at 
Its expense. 
Bought Way to Freedom. 
“Antwerp took it* first step to­ 
ward recovery 
when 
Napoleon. 
gaining possession of It. planned 
to build It up and make it a pistol 
directed at the heart of England.’ 
He accomplished little, but Ant­ 
werp advanced slowly under the 
Dutch after W aterloo. 
In 
1830, 
cam e the revolution which creat­ 
ed Belgium and again Antwerp's 
situation 
Improved. 
But 
the 
Dutch still controlled the mouth 
of the Scheldt and charged a toll 
on ships to Antwerp, which oper­ 
ated like a ‘differential’ in favor 
of their own porta. 
This 
econ­ 
omic barrier alone, the Belgians 
felt, was holding Antwerp 
back 
from reaching Its old estate. 
Fi­ 
nally, in a 
transaction 
that 
de­ 
serves to rank with the purchase 
of the right-of-way for 
the 
Suez 
Canal on our own Panama Canal, 
the Belgians, in 1863, bought free 
right-of-way through the Scheldt 
for 36,000,000 francs. 
From 
that 
time, Antwerp forged ahead until 
Just before the World W ar it was 
the greatest port 
of 
continental 
Europe, 
except 
only 
Hamburg. 
Since the arm istice, It has probably 
reached first place on 
the 
conti­ 
nent, while surpassed In the world 
only by New York, London 
and 
Liverpool.

Hon. Jam es J. Davis, secretary of 
labor, bas announced plans for a 
country - w i d e 
Americanization 
drive, to the end th at the half of 
the foreign population which Is not 
American, be educated to desire 
and be fit for citizenship. 
"W e are confronted with a se­ 
rious problem In our allen popula­ 
tion,” said Mr. Davis. 
"We have 14.000,000 
foreigners 
in America, 7,000,000 of whom live 
among us without assum ing the 
duties 
of 
American 
citizenship. 
We propose to enroll these aliens, 
to take an annual census of them, 
in order to provide for them the 
opportupnlty to learn w hat Ameri­ 
ca means and w hat the privileges 
and duties of American citizenship 
are. 
"We propose to Americanize the 
alien before he alienize* America. 
We propose to m ake him a citizen 
if he proves worthy of citizenship, 
and to send him whence he same 
if he proved unworthy. 
"A blatant and cynical Immoral­ 
ity Is raising Its head among as, 
and it must bs conquered. 
We 
must drive home to all America 
that the honor of the individual is 
the honor of the family, and the 
honor of the family is the honor of 
the state. 
We m ust sanctify our 
family life, for no nation can long 
endure which is based on a founda­ 
tion of broken families. 
"From all the world there arises 
a miasma of foul political 
econ­ 
omic, and social 
doctrine 
which 
breeds a fever of revolt against 
all law and order, a plague of hate 
and destruction. 
"In this new conflict America 
must hold fast to those eternal 
principles of right and Justice laid 
down in our fundam ental 
laws. 
American citizenship 
m ust 
have 
behind it honest patriotism , love of 
liberty and respect for law. 
We 
must stand firm on the principles 
enunciated in the birth of the Re­ 
public. 
"We m ust pledge ourselves that 
representative 
government 
shall 
endure."

Further digging unearthed skulls, 
knives, skeletons, charcoal, pestles 
and additional mortars. 
Thirteen well preserved 
skulls 
have been removed from th# ex­ 
cavation, which Is RO feet long. 20 
feet wide and about two feet deep. 
Disintergrated skelelons, 
pestles 
and mortars were found with most 
of the skulls. 
The people of the race were of 
great size and strength, according 
to J. G. Crawford, local authority 
on prehistoric specimens.

amined the skulls and bones care­ 
fully. 
They vary In weight and 
some are thinner than others. The 
tepth in a few

worn,

GERMANY AND ENGLAND 


A com mittee of Scottish labor members of the 
British parliament, who recently visited the Ruhr dis­ 
trict. came hbme and reported; 
Ii* 
“ We saw no queues of unemployed men at em­ 
ployment exchanges; nor did raggedness and out­ 
ward signs of poverty obtrude themselves on our 
notice. 
Snow covered the ground and comfortably 
clothed children could be seen everywhere sledding, 
snowballing and building snowmen. 
There appeared 
to be a higher standard of comfort.” 
In England, as everybody knows, there is great 
distress. 
England's "third workless winter" is just 
ended, and the government is still paying unemploy­ 
ment doles to about 1.000.000 people to keep them 
from starving. 
The number of workers out of work 
was estimated, a month ago. at 1.364,000, equivalent 
to more than 3.000,000 in this country. 
The chief 
distress falls upon the more highly skilled workmen 
and their families. 
The contrast is marked. 
Yet there are reports 
from Germany of another sort. 
An intelligent young 
American, just back from a visit to relatives in that 
country, says; "The situation in Germany is unbe­ 
lievable— bad beyond anything imagined in the Uni­ 
ted States. 
It can't last much longer. 
Six months 
mpre of it, and Germany will go Bolshevist." 
The reader can take his choice of views about 
Germany. 
One thing, however, seems sure. 
In; 
dustnal conditions are at least as bad in England as 
they are in Germany. 
Yet there is no talk of Bol­ 
shevism in England, and England is taking care of 
all its war obligations, keeping its financial system 
sound and upholding its business credit and national 
honor.

than 6,000.000 acres of land now arid are pending 
before the D epartm ent of the Interior.

twenty-cjx of th ese projects. 
It is not sure, of 
course, that all of them will be undertaken at this 
tim e or a t any tim e. 
B ut m any of them will be 
put through to consum m ation erelong. 
Several of 
these are in C alifornia. 
In the Colorado River Basin 
there Is a grand total of 2,597,000 acres of reclaim ­ 
able land. 
Gradually but surely the d esert is being conquer­ 
ed. 
V ast acreages are being brought under Irriga­ 
tion. 
S tream s which heretofore have flowed wan­ 
ton to the s e a ^ th e ir w aters w orse than w asted in 
sw ift running floods, a re being im prisoned and put 
under'bond, aa it w ere, tc behave well and to serve 
their respective basins usefully by providing w ater 
for irrigation and for 
developing 
hydro-electric 
power. 
This Im m ense developm ent of natural resources 
and n atu ral possibilities by artificial m eans will be 
of inestim able econom ic value to the W est. 


Probability of Cold Light 
— 
Oakland Tribune ---------- 
Science is preparing a su rp rise for those who 
associate light with heat. 
Along separate lines 
progress ha* been m ade In producing the one w ith 
an alm oat im perceptible accom panim ent of the other. 
Cold light, it is claimed, is now' a reality. 
A bout a year ago E Newton H arvey of Princeton 
announced th at he had Isolated the substance which 
m akes th e fireflies glow. 
H e called It luciferin, 
oxidized It w ith digestive Juices, and produced a 
pale but constant light of practically no heat. 
The 
problem rem aining is to produce luciferin artificially 
in large quantities and Increase its econom ic ad­ 
vantage*. 
More spectacular is the reported success of Em ile 
Rlsler. form er chief of the laboratory a t S tra s b u rg , 
who has announced a discovery in another direc­ 
tion. 
R lsler has coated a fine glans tube w ith a 
prosphorescent substance which, when an electric 
c u rre n t passes through It, gives a dazzling light and 
alm ost no heat. 
H eretofore electric lights depend­ 
ed upon heating the filam ents until they glowed. 
The reports of the R lsler experim ent say th at an 
18-foot tube of his dazzMng light costs one-eighth 
as m uch a* a twenty-five candle pow er electric bulb. 
T he benefits of cold light will be appreciated In 
warm w eather. 
In laboratories w here intense light 
is needed there will be need no longer for the ac­ 
com panying high tem peratures and It is also claim ­ 
ed beneficial reduction in eye strain will be a re 
suit.
